Earl Russell to Sir Ff. Bruce 
on the order in Councit 
of 18 June 1853. 


Sir.—Her Majesty's Governmnenthave bad vader ; 
their consideration, and they have consulted the |

liability as between British subjects in the Uon- 
salar Courts in China. = 
ty’s Governmeut that 
‘you ara mistaken in treating the question which you 
have referred to them for decision as depending 
upon the 4th and following Articles of the Order 
in, Council. Those Articles relate to the infringe- 
ment of the Treaty and other regulativas, und to 
the punishmeat of euch infringements by. penal- 
ties, and not in any way to civil suits. 

Bat in the present case «-diffeconce has arisen 
between “British subjects,” that ix, the com- 
plainant and the person complained of ave both 
British subjects. To stich a case the 12th Ar- 
ticle of the Order in Council applies, and the, Con- 
sul of the district is. competent to hear and deter~ 
Taine the matter. His ‘decision is subject to an 
appoal to the Chief Superintendent if the sum in 
dispute does nut, exceed 1.000 dollars, but if it. 
exceed'that sum, then to the Supreme Court of 
Hongkong. and ‘not to the Chief Superintendent. 
‘This proceeding before the Consul will be “a euit 
of acivil nature,” aud Her Majesty's Governinent 


“are of opinion that the suit ought to be entertained 


under Article 12 of the Order in Council, But 
Her Majesty’s Government also think that the 
“Court which should entertain it would be baund 
to givajudgment forthe defendant, upon tho fas 
of hie @inployment as a Chinéso functionary in 
the Chinese’ Customs being either admitted or 
proved, for Her Majesty's, Government conceive 
that 9 British subject ao employed is-‘nut civilly 
anawerable jn the British Consular, Courta fur 
acts done by him in his official capacity. 

‘There ramaing the question to the power of the 
Bupréms Court at Honghong to issue a mand- 


_ amus' tothe Gonsular Court, and, 60 far as Her 


Majesty's Government ata. aware, such a power 
camaot be assumed by the Court at Hongkong. 
whioh is, without ‘auch authority, merely-a Court 
‘uf Appellate, and in some cases of concurrent, 
jurisdiction, 

_ U'skall only further observe that these diffi- 
“gulties Have arigen from an eveut not expreasly 
contemplated in the year 1853. viz., the employ - 
ment of Britieh subjects in the service of the 
Emperor of China, Her Majesty's Government 
considér that sach peréons do not, by virtue of 
that service, cease to be “ British subjects” under 
the terms of the Order in Council; although, io 
reapect of acta’ done by tham officially in the 
service of the Chinese Government, when auch 
justification is pleaded and proved, they ought not 
to be holden civilly liable in the Consular Cuurts.

I Bog to address _you-on the subject. of the un- 
satisfactory state of the Chinese disciplined forces 
in this province. : 

The Franco-Chinese force now consists of about. 
1,500 officers and incu uoder French officers, Tho 
Anglo-Cbinese force it was agreed betweon the 
Taoutae here and Captiin Dew should he kept at 
1,000 wen, unless: more were required, with a 
fixed monthly payment for the same of 12,000 

~ dollars, and I know that both the Taoutae and the 
Chinese are perfectly well sutisfied with this force. 
Unfortunately the Tuoutae .is, subject-to the Foo- 
tae of the province, who is making efforta to have 
all the disciplincd forces disbanded, being proba- 
bly prejudiced against the-same, as may also be 
any succecding Tacotae or Fuotas, whereby the 
contimuanoe of the force, and cons2quently the de- 
fence of thia part of the province, is placed on a 
most precariou footing, being subject to the cap- 
ries ‘of the high Chinese officials, Great offorts 
have been made, and sgsistunce afforded, by Her 
Majesty's Government in this neighbourhood, buth 
as to supplies of muvitions, drilling troops and 
atherwise, but I am afraid without effect; the 
last supply of’ munitions brought by me froin 
Shanghac ‘and. banded over to the ‘Taoutae hy 
Captain Dew, viz., 1,000 Tower muskets, 100,000 
rounds of ball cartridges, besides guns and other 
atores, I ascertained, tuo late to vemonatrate, hire 
been handed ever, to the Laoutas and his undia- 
ciplined troops, which is almost throwing them 


away. : 

The Anglo-Chinese force, I have evdry reason 
to be satisfied with ; tho Commander. Colonel 
Cooke, is a good and honcat officer, and the dis- 


. eipline and monetary arrangements are satisfac: 


tory, It is almost. needless to say that the ex- 
pense of this-force is not severely felt by the 
Chinese, as the payments into the Treayury of 
this Taoutaeship (consisting . of three ‘* foos” or, 
first class. cities) for. the Jast quarter was 1,000,000 
dollars, and of course a6 this tract of country ix | 
now cleared of rebels, it must necessarily incrouso; 
also if tho disolpling’ troopa are discharged, 
braves will tuko their place. 

I bave the honour to lay thia satement before 
you in case you should deeim it necessary to 
communicate on. the sibject to. Her Majesty’s 
Minister at’ Peking who might take ateps to have 
mattera. put on 8 more éatisfactory footing by 
arrangement with ‘the Government at Peking. 
3 wonld also suggest the advisability of Colonel 
Cooke receiving commission from Peking. - I 
have desired Mr. Forrest, Acting Coneul here 
to allow. remonrirances to be made. out in Chinese 
for me, addressed to tle Taoutae, who is at 
present- too: sick to be seen, andto acquaint him 
that Her Majesey’s ships being clsowhere en- 
gaged he must not count on immediate assis~ 
tence should the rebels, us is very probable they 
will, retorn: to-thia neighbourhood.

Sie F. Bruce to. Consul Sinclair 
A lesson to Consuls. 


Thave just. recsived your explanation. of ‘the 
case pf the “Pearl.” The deliberate seizure and 
confiscation Ly the Chineso authorities of a vessel 
‘ander, Treaty 1s not such an act of " force” a8 jus- 
stifles the Cotieu) in baving. recourse to violentd 
measures; even if he should doubt the soundness: 
of the. view, taken by them of Treaty righta, Tt 
is an abuse of authority, for which redress is to bo 
ought and: damages clatined from the Imperial 
Government. It rests with the Minister-to decide, 
after commimication, with tho Imperial Govern- 
ment. by what mensures the claim is to be enfor- 
ced. The Consul isnot entitled force. It is abso- 
Jutely essential that.you should bear in mind the 
distinction between acts of violence committed by 
persons without authority; for which the Chinese 
Government is not responsible, and abuses of au- 
thority committed by its employes, for which it 
is responsible. The first’ class of acts is to be mot 
by "-forea,” the second class js tu met by’? protests. 

‘According to the highest, legal opinion, contra 
band goods. on bourd a British ship, can be seized | 
by the Chinese authorities without a Consular 
worrant. [tis desirable that such a warrant should 


be: “for, ih order that disputes may bed 
avoided, but if there are contraband jouds' oa 
-hag itish ship.. the officers of tii: C. ; 


Customs may enter and seize then without’ 
sular warrant. May enter and soize them without a 
Consular warsent; and if resisted by the master. 
tho letter will be gnilty of the came offence as if he 
had resenteda Custom-house officer in British wa- 
ters in the discharge ofhis duty. The Freuch Treaty 
recognizes the right to confiscate veasels and carge 
trading ata non-Treaty ports, and I have no doubt* 
autder the British ‘reaty’ as to right of the 
Chinese to seize a vessel which brings tua Treaty 
porta cargo takenin ata placenot open by Treaty ; 
and on a vessel entering the port with a contra~ 
band cargo on board, snch curgo becomes confis-. 
cable, whether landed or not. ‘ 

The fact that the Consul has no power to deal
